W e like to do some things and we 
hate to do others. I suppose each of 
xm would be a saint if in every in­ 
stance we did exactly tire thing we 
should do.

TERRIFIC INDICTMENT OF MODERN TENDENCY 
GIVEN BY ATTORNEY BOYKIN 
Probably the mosl terrific indict men! yet given of the 
modem tendency to modifg everything which due* not 
please us, especially in the matter of punishment f 
crime, recently was made by Solicitor Boykin, of Georgia 
Disgusted because of the haste with which efforts were 
launched to have a w< man, /who shot her husband, made 
i m m u n e from punishment. Solicitor Boykin hit a hard blow 
at that section of the pubHt and officialdom which con­ 
cerns itself more with draHftgeat mercy than justice. 
The Atlanta woman was ■rfestbd ft** Shooting her hus­ 
band. She was tried in the Imfrte of the state and a jury 
sentenced her to pay the extreme penalty. 
Before the 
sentence could be meted to her, a new trial was granted; 
she was given a life imprisonment sentence and, almost 
immediately, an application was made for a pardon. This 
turn of events Solicitor Boykin considera “proof of the 
absurdity” of sentencing person# convicted o f murder to 
life imprisonment instead of to death. 
3 
Solicitor Boykin cdfitinues; 
That'» the way It goes 
That's the way It ends. 
And that is why many have lost confidence in those 
in who are vested with power to change the court 
decree. 
After conviction notice is given on the spot 
for a new trial. That granted, the decree is modified. 
Then, ere long comes the application for pardon, which 
made a reputation not tor justice but mercy. 
Our 
is usually granted. 
Thus the powers that be have 
people are getting too merciful to take life. The ten­ 
dency to oppose capital punishment is increasing. 
Even the jurors that convict often make a pica for 
mercy. 
A jury should not have that right. 
It is the 
function of the jury to either *tonviet or acquit. After 
that it should be the duty of the court to fix the pen­ 
alty. The penalty is fixed bf the court, then begins 
action fto mercy. Then the sob sisters get in action. 
The attorneys with tears in their eyes go te the par­ 
doning board and that criminal who should have been 
hung to begin with, gets a life sentence and later a 
pardon and goes out to commit more crime. 
This accounts in part for lyncblngs. 
Knowing the 
merciful tendency and the power of money in the 
hands of unscrupulous attorneys there are those who 
do not want to take chances. 
The tendency is to make a plea for mercy for the 
man who has token the life of his fellowman—not for 
the wife left a widow. 
The law is too rigid; tone it 
down. 
The ten commandment» are too rigid. 
They 
should be modified. 
Men should be allowed to have 
more than one wife and women more than one hus­ 
band. • Men should be allowed to swap wives occas­ 
ionally. That would obviate the necessity of divorce. 
The Sabbath law is too rigid. 
Give us the privilege 
of working at least half the time on Sunday. 
Hell 
is too hot, the heat should be modified. 
Eternity is 
too long to bum and smeU sulphur. We need a par­ 
doning board in hell like we have in Georgia. Scien­ 
tists are predicting the time when heat wUl be trans­ 
mitted on the same principal of news by radio. 
When 
that comes to pass we should put some huge venti­ 
lators in hell and tunc in on the north pole and rush 
cold air into the place. 
Let’s modify. 
The Volstead 
Act is too stringent. 
Let’s modify it so the fellow 
who wants his beer and wine can get something with 
a kick in it. 
We were not consulted about the Vol­ 
stead Act. 
It whs not submitted to the people for 
ratification. 
Neither were people consulted about 
the everlasting place of punishment. Let’s modify the 
law so that we will not reap what we sow. Give the 
woman who wants to kill her husband to understand 
that she can use her gun at will and be immune. 
It is well enough to be merciful. 
But if we forget 
or neglect to deal justly with criminals are will under­ 
mine o«r courts and destroy our civilisation. 
We 
must fight the devil with fire. We cannot cast pearls 
before swine with safety.

the keys of opportunity—he was allowed to swing wide 
the gates of heaven but <rf course it is unthinkable in view 
of the universal freedom of the human willt that St. Peter 
or any one else would take people through the pearly gate 
who wished no such privilege!
